DR.  GEORGE  H.  BRANDES 


It  is  often  an  irksome  mark  of  our  time  that  we  come  to  acknowl- 
edge the  good  in  men  only  after  they  have  departed  from  our 
midst.  Indeed,  on  this  occasion  we  are  saddened  that  we  are 
unable  to  take  exception.  We  find  ourselves  paying  belated 
homage  to  a man  who  deserved  an  enthusiastic  ovation  in  life, 
rather  than  a solemn  tribute  in  death.  It  is,  therefore,  with  sin- 
cere regrets  that  the  Ciarla  pays  its  deepest  respect  to  Dr.  George 
H.  Brandes  in  the  form  of  a dedication  to  his  memory  and  to 
his  honor. 

Dr.  Brandes  willfully  devoted  the  greater  part  of  his  productive 
lifetime  to  our  college  and  to  the  many  hundreds  of  students  who 
passed  under  his  tutelage.  His  loss  is  forever;  and  a mere  flourish 
of  words  cannot  enhance  his  record  of  altruistic  devotion  to  the 
college  he  loved  and  served  so  unselfishly.  Let  this  meager  tribute 
then,  suffice  to  convey  our  remorse.  Dr.  Brandes’  sincerity  and 
high  ideals  have  borne  fruit;  and  we,  the  benefactors  of  his  guid- 
ance, shall  not  let  it  pass  unnoticed  and  never  let  it  be  forgotten. 


The  photographs  of  Dr.  Brandes  on  these  two 
pages  are  the  most  recent  known.  They  were 
taken  just  three  short  weeks  prior  to  the 
professor’s  untimely  death. 
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“He  has  achieved  success  who  has  lived  well,  laughed 
often  and  loved  much;  who  has  gained  the  respect  of 
intelligent  men  and  the  love  of  little  children;  who 
has  filled  his  niche  and  accomplished  his  task;  who 
has  left  the  world  better  than  he  found  it,  whether  by 
an  improved  poppy,  a perfect  poem,  or  a rescued 
soul;  who  has  never  lacked  appreciation  of  earth’s 
beauty  or  failed  to  express  it;  who  has  looked  for  the 
best  in  others  and  given  the  best  he  had;  whose  life 
was  an  inspiration;  whose  memory  is  a benediction.”

During  the  academic  year  1962-1963  many  innovations 
were  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  pro- 
gram of  Muhlenberg  College,  academically  and  socially. 

Although  the  indications  are  that  the  honor  system,  in 
operation  for  two  years,  is  working  reasonably  well, 
considerable  progress  must  be  made  before  we  can  be 
assured  of  a really  effective  honor  system. 

The  J.  Conrad  Seegers  Union  was  opened  on  January  27, 
1963,  and  dedication  ceremonies  were  held  on  February 
8.  The  entire  college  community  had  eagerly  anticipated 
the  opportunity  to  make  use  of  this  fine  building,  which 
has  already  contributed  much  more  than  anyone  had 
really  expected  to  the  total  program  of  the  college.  The 
possibilities  of  this  facility  are  indeed  tremendous. 

The  student  body  initiated  the  idea  and  raised  the  money 
to  sponsor  an  Ethiopian  student  at  Muhlenberg.  The 
student  was  enthusiastically  received  on  his  arrival  in 
May.  We  hope  he  will  have  an  enjoyable  and  beneficial 
stay  with  us. 

The  revised  and  improved  chapel-assembly  program  will 
go  into  effect  in  the  fall  of  1963. 

During  this  academic  year,  faculty  and  student  research 
received  considerable  impetus  through  a budget  item,  and 


through  grants  from  outside  sources,  so  that  it  was  im- 
possible for  faculty  members  and  students  in  all  divisions 
of  the  college  to  participate  in  research.  The  faculty 
curriculum  committee  has  been  at  work  studying  possible 
revisions  of  the  curriculum,  graduation  requirements,  and 
an  honors  program  for  the  junior  and  senior  year.  The 
long  range  planning  committee  has  continued  to  meet. 
Both  of  these  committees  will  complete  their  work  next 
year. 

As  the  academic  year  drew  to  a close,  we  were  able  to 
announce  a very  substantial  gift  to  the  college,  for  the 
purpose  of  helping  to  provide  an  addition  to  Prosser  Hall. 

These  are  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  1962-1963 
academic  year.  Each  member  of  the  Class  of  1963  will 
have  many  other  memories.  As  you  leave  Muhlenberg 
College  and  start  your  life  work,  or  continue  your  studies 
at  another  institution  of  higher  education,  I want  to  ex- 
tend to  each  one  of  you  my  best  wishes  for  success  and 
happiness.  I am  sure  that  as  time  goes  by,  your  years  at 
Muhlenberg  College  will  become  more  meaningful.  May 
your  pride  in  Muhlenberg,  and  your  support  of  the  col- 
lege, continue  to  grow.

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STUDENT  COUNCIL 


In  its  attempt  to  serve  as  a vehicle  of  student  interest  and 
expression,  the  Student  Council  continued  in  the  fine  tradition  of 
representative  councils  before  it  in  concerning  itself  with  the  welfare 
of  the  Student  Body.  The  1962-63  session  of  Student  Government 
produced  many  new  programs.  In  addition  to  the  crucial  fiscal 
reforms  enacted,  the  Student  Council  reorganized  the  Student 
Court,  formulated  a new  Social  Code,  and  defined  certain  vague 
social  regulations.  In  addition,  the  representatives  on  the  Council 
initiated  the  evaluation  of  the  Honor  Code  and  successfully  lobbied 
for  an  extension  of  the  library  stack  hours.  The  highlight  of  the 
year’s  activities  was  the  evening  when  4500  persons  roared  their 
approval  of  the  concert  performed  by  Peter,  Paul  and  Mary  and 

sponsored  by  the  Student  Council.

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STUDENT  SUPREME  COURT 


The  Muhlenberg  Student  Court  is  the  highest  student 
judicial  body  on  the  campus  and,  as  such,  has 
jurisdiction  over  all  cases  appealed  to  it  from  any  of 
the  lower  judiciary  bodies  on  campus,  or  referred 
directly  to  it  by  a faculty  member  or  student.  The 
hearings  of  the  court,  presided  over  by  the  President, 
are  tape-recorded  and  these  tapes  are  preserved  for 
future  reference  in  arriving  at  decisions  on  similar 
cases.  The  court  hears  all  cases  involving  infractions 
of  both  the  academic  and  social  codes  of  the  college, 
and  submits  its  recommendations  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty,  in  the  case  of  an  academic  infraction,  or  to 
the  Dean  of  Students  in  social  offenses. 

The  court  consists  of  nine  students — four  seniors, 
three  juniors,  and  two  sophomores,  who  are  chosen 
by  Student  Council  upon  consideration  of 
recommendations  from  O.D.K.  and  the  Women’s 
Honor  Society.  Justices  must  be  approved  by  the 
faculty  and  administration  and  hold  office  during 

good  conduct.

INSTITUTE  OF  FAITH 


Recent  programs  of  the  Institute  of  Faith  have  dealt  with  the 
problem  of  the  nature  of  the  Church,  the  relationship  between 
Christianity  and  the  arts,  and  the  adaptation  of  Christian  thought 
to  modern  thought  forms  like  existentialism.  This  year’s  program 
considered  the  problem  of  Christian  ethical  conduct  in  contemporary 
situations. 

Dr.  William  Lazareth,  Professor  of  Systematic  Theology  at  the 
Philadelphia  Lutheran  Seminary,  delivered  three  main  addresses 
under  the  general  title  of  “In  God(s)  We  Trust.”  The  topics  were 
War  and  Peace,  Sex  and  Marriage,  Race  and  Civil  Rights.  Dr. 
Lazareth  challenged  students  to  consider  whether  their  actions  in 
these  areas  witnessed  to  the  God  of  love,  made  manifest  in  Christ 
Jesus  or  to  false  gods,  the  modern  counterparts  of  Mars,  Venus,  or 
Dionysus. 

Originally  the  Institute  of  Christian  Living,  this  annual  activity 
was  organized  in  1950  under  the  combined  patronage  of  the 
Muhlenberg  Christian  Association,  The  Rehrig  Lecture  Fund,  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Its  purpose  is  to  bring  to  the  campus  each 
year  outstanding  theologians  to  present  the  relevence  of  Christian 
faith  to  personal  life  and  social  issues  of  the  age.

Muhlenberg  College  felt  the  sting  of  mighty  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  University  Division  and  top  college  division  opponents 
as  the  college  continued  to  make  the  transition  away  from 
University  Division  class  football.  With  a squad  that  has  only  six 
seniors,  the  inexperienced  and  sophomore  laden  Mules  posted  a 
2-7  record.  The  mules  won  the  last  two  games  of  the  season,  giving 
them  an  identical  record  and  an  identical  finish  to  the  1961  squad. 
Successive  defeats  were  handed  to  Muhlenberg  by  Lafayette, 
Albright,  Temple,  Lebanon  Valley,  Gettysburg,  Bucknell,  and 
Kings  College.  Bouncing  back,  the  Mules  shut  out  Franklin  and 
Marshall  on  a rain  soaked  field,  and  then  traveled  to  Moravian 
where  they  scored  a surprising  upset.  Head  Coach  Ray  Whispell 
abandoned  the  widely  publicized  “Mule  Spread”  in  favor  of  a “T” 
formation  with  a roll  out  pass  pattern.  The  new  strategy  began 
collecting  dividends  late  in  the  season.  Muhlenberg’s  new  athletic 
policy,  announced  in  the  winter  of  1961,  indicated  the  college 
would  seek  out  opponents  similar  in  size  and  athletic  policies. 
Although  the  policy  took  effect  immediately,  Muhlenberg  still 
had  schedule  committments  to  meet  and  consequently  during  1962, 
the  Mules  played  four  tough  University  Division  opponents. 
Muhlenberg  was  scheduled  to  enter  the  southern  college  division  in 
the  fall  of  1 964.

Muhlenberg  College  is  in  a state  of  flux.  The  board  of  trustees 
and  the  administration  have  taken  strides  this  past  year  toward 
the  realization  of  what  has  been  termed  the  Ten  Year  Plan. 

This  is  a comprehensive  program  designed  to  provide  the  college 
with  the  physical  means  to  cater  to  the  great  tide  of  prospective 
students  whose  demands  are  ever  growing  beyond  the  college’s 
present  capabilities.  The  1962-63  academic  year  was  witness 
to  the  completion  of  the  initial  phase  of  this  development — the 
J.  Conrad  Seegers  College  Union.  The  physical  renovation  has 
been  attended  by  a far-sighted  and  capable  direction,  so 
essential  to  the  efficient  utilization  of  the  new  facilities. 
Communication  between  the  factions  of  student  and  faculty- 
administrative  interests  has  been  more  effective,  resulting  in 
changes  of  policy — academic  and  otherwise — which  generally 
can  be  said  to  reflect  the  true  complexion  of  our  college 
community.  Through  the  legitimate  channels  of  the  student 
publications  and  political  representation,  the  student  body  has 
been  able  to  voice  its  opinion  on  such  crucial  matters  as  academic 
standards,  social  regulations,  fiscal  apportionment,  and  athletic 
policy.  True,  the  voice  is  small  and  sometimes  falls  upon  deaf 
ears,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  enlightened  student  demands 
an  active  role  in  determining  his  own  direction.  And  Muhlenberg 
College  is  meeting  this  challenge. 

Indeed,  the  Ciarla  too  is  in  a state  of  flux.  The  1963  edition  is 
not  a culmination  of  any  long  trend,  nor  does  it  seek  to  forge 
ahead  in  any  radically  new  direction.  Rather,  it  is  a continuation 
of  a metamorphosis  which  is  as  old  as  the  publication  itself.  The 
1963  Ciarla  is  more  photographically  reportorial  than  it  is  a 
iterary  account  of  the  academic  year.  This  is  not  mere  chance, 
for  editorial  policy  is  firmly  founded  upon  the  grounds  that  a 
good  candid  picture  is  worth  many,  many  words.  We  trust  that 
after  leafing  through  your  copy  for  the  first  time,  you  too  are 
convinced  of  this.  We  have  gone  to  great  expense  to  provide  you 
with  as  candid  a self-portrait  as  possible,  and  it  is  our  sincere  wish 
that  our  efforts  meet  with  your  approval. 

Not  only  does  the  Ciarla  serve  as  an  easy  reference  for  the 
students  and  faculty,  but  it  acts  as  our  most  involved  and 
comprehensive  piece  of  literature — an  advertisement  for  the 
college,  in  fact.  There  is  always  a tendency,  therefore,  for  one  in 
my  position  to  attempt,  at  least,  to  lavish  a yearbook  with 
nothing  but  the  complimentary  and  flattering  events  which  draw 
credit  to  our  institution.  And  if  by  chance  we  happen  upon  a 
year  for  which  such  editorializing  does  not  appreciably  betray 
the  principles  of  good  journalism,  then,  I think,  we  can  all  indulge 
in  some  well  deserved  back-slapping.  The  past  year  has  been  just 
such  a year.
